This 4s in response to your request of October 24, 1958 
- for an interpretation of the provisions relating to veteran rein- 
statement benefits. This subject is covered in RSA chapter 112. You 
particularly call our attention to employees who are recalled to ac- 
tive duty at their own request. nS 


R5A°11238 is the aprlicable provision. It confers reine 
statement rights on employces leaving state service to enter the 
armed forces of the United States. No distinction is drawn between 
those employees who are recalled to active duty at their own request 
and those who enlist or are drafted or otherwise ordered to active 
duty. 


Accordingly, we advise that the law as it now stands 


furnishes no basis for refusing reinstatement benefits 4n the circun- 
stances described in your letter.
